T N THE Torres Straits Islands in the East Indies, there are 
-*-no trees suitable for canoe building. So the natives, a cruel, 
treacherous race, import their canoes from the Fly River Delta 
in New Guinea—another place with an unenviable reputation.

OUR AIM IN CUBA 
Thus the publicity agent of tile Cuban junta in New York, 
supposedly the extraterritorial headquarters of tile revolutionary 
movement in the island: 
The difficulty for us does not lie in the prohibition of 
arms, but in the fact that the Zayas Government will 
c$use it to be whispered among the ignorant that the 
United States is behind him and wants to see him con­ 
tinue to be President. Ile will undoubtedly do this, and 
a lot of Cubans will believe him, interpreting the embargo 
and the furnishing of arms as a sign of intervention. 
The educated Cubans will not be misled. They know that 
men with the principles of President Coolidge and Sec­ 
retary Hughes could not sympathize with a Government 
built on gi;aft, corruption and exploitation when they 
know exactly what the Zayas Government is—as they do. 
Herein appears the not unusual misconception and misin­ 
terpretation of American motives and purposes. The Washington 
Government does want Zayas “to continue to be President”—un­ 
less the Cubans vote him out in a lawful election. It will supply 
him with arms and ammunition to enable him to stay in, just as 
it did in the case of Obregon in Mexico. 
The principle is that 
even a bad Government in power is preferable to an armed upris­ 
ing, with its inevitable suffering, and that the suppression of every 
armed uprising against the duly constituted authorities is a step 
in the direction of law’ and order which will, in the customary 
phrase, outlaw7 the bullet in favor of the ballot. 
The United States does realize that the Zayas Government 
has been “built on graft, corruption, and exploitation” and has 
brought all legitimate pressure to bear for a correction of these: 
evils. 
But the necessity is also recognized of educating the 
Cubans, and other Latin-Americans we can influence, away from 
their tradition of revolution, and one phase of this education lies 
in forestalling, where possible, victory for revolutionaries. 
Many Latin-Americans call us hard names for acting as we 
do. It may well be that,the attempt at education is futile. But in 
choosing between the t^o evils, there is something to be said for 
the soundness of the motive.

The Columbia president, in a statement has added that the Re­ 
publican party stood in danger of losing ll states in the coming 
presidential election if it did not take a decisive stand against the 
existing prohibition situation. His remarks also were construed 
as a challenge to the Anti-Saloon league, which he attacked in his 
Missouri society talk. 
Declaring he had received assurance of support from gov­ 
ernors of states and party leaders throughout the country, he 
added: “They have called my attention to the danger to the party 
if it fails to satisfy public opinion or if it allows itself to be allied 
even in appearance with the activities of the Anti-Saloon League.” 
Should the G. O. P. fail to take a platform stand against exist­ 
ing prohibition conditions, Dr. Butler said, it was threatened with 
the loss of Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri, Delaware, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, New York, Rhode Island, New7 Hampshire, Connecti­ 
cut and Massachusetts. 
Dr. Butler refused to state what steps, if any, he personally 
would take toward having the Cleveland convention nail an anti­ 
prohibition plank into the 1924 platform. 


POINCARE HOLDS HIS FORT 
Premier Poincare has seen fit to point out once again what he 
considers the pivotal points in applying the Dawes program for 
the collection of German reparations. First, the economic exploit­ 
ation of the Ruhr and the Rhineland, which has already begun 
to bear fruit, will be given up only after the new regime is put into 
execution, not before. 
Second, the troops that are occupying 
these territories will be withdrawn only in proportion to German 
payments. 
About the first point there can be no reasonable difference 
of opinion. 
The Dawes plan provides, succinctly and definitely, 
that “existing measures * * * will be withdrawn or sufficiently 
modified as soon as Germany has put into execution the plan re 
commended. * * * ” It was not contemplated at all that France 
should modify the present arrangements beforehand. 
Concerning the withdrawal of troops, no recommendations 
could be made by the Dawes committee. As France cannot trust 
G erm ^y to follow through with the plan once it has been initiat­ 
ed, it is only logical that the occupation should ocntinue in case 
another Ruhr lesson is necessary. 
lf, however, Great Britain 
would consent now to act with France in case of Germany’s de­ 
fault in the future, the necessity for continuing the occupation 
would virtually disappear. 
One other point is to be noted in this connection. The pay­ 
ments from Germany under the Dawes program must cover 
everything, including military expenses in the Ruhr. France can 
use a portion of her reparations collections to keep soldiers in 
the Ruhr or in Timbuktu, as her best interests demand. For the 
time being decision is in favor of the Ruhr. 
The long and the short of it is that Premier Poincare’s policy 
toward Germany has brought results for France and that this 
policy need not be appreciably changed to meet and further the 
new economic a|id financial regime based upon the Dawes report.

ing. The most, satisfactory way to fry 
fillets is in deep fat. 
Rub each fillet with flour, dip in 
slightly-beaten egg diluted with one- 
fourth cup of cold water to each egg, 
and roll in fine, dry bread crumbs. 
Place in a frying basket and lower 
into deep fat which i9 hot enough 
to brown a small cube of bread in a 
minute and a half.

ens, then remove from fire, add one 
tablespoon of lemon juice, cool, and 
serve on the hot fillets.

To one cup of it add one hard boiled 
egg cut small, (the yolk mashed), one 
small raw onion finely minced, and 
one tablespoon of bottled Mayonnaise

tle cup only one-half full. 
At meal­
